Ax InteErEsTING LEcrore.—The lecture
by Rev. Williwm Butler, D, D,, lute Missionary
1o India, on personal reminissences ol the Sepoy
Rebellion, at the 8pring Gurden Street M, L,
Chuich, lust evening, was listened to by a large
and intensely Interested andieuce.  Iodia, with
her two hundred millions of human beings,
covers one and 4 hull mithon of sguare miles,
an extent ol territory equal to all Earope ex-
cepting Russin and Seandinavis. She com-
prises a congregation ot nutions speaking some
filteen different lungunges, and until 1858 was
pever subject to any one goverument, but ench
notionality bad ite own distinet sovereign, ail
independent ot ench other,

The missionary tield of thie M, E. Chureh decu-
ples a territory in Upper India tour hundred
miles in length, and over one hundred miles in
breadth, with o population of tourteen millions,
The cause of the rebelhon was stated to he
an attempt of the Great Mogul to restore Ma.
hommedan supremacy, and completoly and
effectunlly destroy Christianity In India, Al
that time the Britlsh army (b Indis numbered
only 27,000 men, scattered over a vast extent of
country, while the nntive aries, of whom only
the officers were Boglish, comprised over
200,000 men, The roads through the country
were described ns belne of the most wretehed
character, rendering commuuicstion betwoen
the dificrent military posts arduoos and almost
im practicable, enabling the Sepoys to maisacre
the whites, and destroy their homes and settle.
ments in quick succession, without, for a long
time, coming in contset wivh any considesable
number of British soldiers,

Various incidents of the rebellion, the mas.
gacre of 460 women and children and 400 Britsh
soldiers at Cawnpore, the siege of Lucknow, the
enﬁﬂn of eighty -seven gentlemen, including two
misslonuries, three generals, doctors, and at-
taches of the Esst Indin Company, with their
families, to the mountsing, whete tor many long
wm{ weeks they received no tidings of the
result of the tervible conflict raging on the
plaing below, and many other events, were de-
scribed with thilfling éifect,

We bhave nol space more fully to deseribo the
Doctor's remarks, bat will give the conclusions
he has resched, 8s the result of this unsuccess-
ful eflort to destroy British rule, and with it
Christinnity in India, Now British supremacy
extends over every province and kindgom, and
the whole country is thrown open to Christianity,
Christian miss onaries traverve the entire ground

sted; the presence ol elghty-seven thou-
. pand British soldiers insures proteetion and tran-
quillity. Even the Mahommedans acknowledge

at God wae agamst them, their power g
destroyed, and that Christianity will eventuaily
prevail. The s\ stem of caste no longer prevails,
opportunities arc offered Christinnized natives
to ocoupy posittons under the eivil Uovernment,
and compromises with Tormer dynesties are no
longer tolernted. The roals have bean im.

yed and enlarged, the entire country sur.
veyed and mapped; rulroads are m operation or
being 1upldly constructed throngh the lenglh
and %mﬂndth of the land, nud civiliastion has
nohideved n march of st lenst u rentury.

GREAT FIRE IN DELAWARE AVENUE.

— —

A Block of Warehouses Destroyed.

Shortly aftar 12 e'clock last night a fire
broke out om Delaware avenue, below Vine
street, and the Names, before cheoked, wrought
great destruction to proparty. The fire was con-
fined to a block of six buildings standing by
themselves on Delaware avenue, and extonding
back to Water street, They bad a front of five
#tories on the avenue and four on Water streot,
and were old and substantially built structores,

The flames first made thelr appoarance in the
commission house of Willam B. Johns & Co.,
No. 287, The fire originated among n lot of
mnachinery in seeond story, und spread with re.
markeble rapidity, the whole butlding being
enveloped almost before the few companies that
arrived could get Into service,

Another unfortunate faot was, that on reach-
ing Third and Arch streeta, a nuurber of compn-
nles were Informed that the fire was out Market
streat, and belleving the iaformution to be brug
they turued thelr course In an opposiwe dires
tion, Bolore they had proceeded many squnres,
the dense smoke, followed by an Humiasted
sky, led thom to the seene of the conflngration,

rnn{lwu cousiderably injured by beingrun over
he landing at the foot of Vine street.

Tuhe Aumes extended both north and south with
great rapldity, Adjoining Messrs. Johns & Co.,
on the south, was the warchouse of Budd &
Comly, commission merchants, The upper por-
tion of this building was completely burned out,
and the lower portion deluged with water, play-
ing havoo with the largastock of grain wud flonr
on hand,

No. 238, to the south of this agaln, was ocoun
pled by Jobn O, Davis, rag merchant, and shared
a similar tate, The Sames upon reaching this
buildmg burned with the greatest stubboraness,
and baflled the combined exertions of the fire
men to etop the progress of the tire, The bum-
ing in this building caused a dense and suffo-
cating smoke, which considerably interfered
with the operations of the firemon,

The damage to the no*th of Messre. Johns &
Co.'s, the bullding in which the fire originated,
was not so proat. Adjoining on the north was
warchouse No. 238, occupled by Tomlinson &
Hill, commission merconnts, and like the other
bmldings extended throuph to Watcr street,
The ugﬂer portion of the bullding was occupied
by J. Shindler & Sons, salmakers, The baild-
ing was completely gutted out and flooded with
water, and the loss will be heavy,

No, 241 18 occupled by Brown & James, com:
migsion merchants, and shared » fute similar to
the other buildings,

No, 243 is occupied by J. W, Porter & Co,,
flour and grain merchants, and Nos, 2456 and 247
occupied by Thos, B. Lancaster & Co., commis-
glon merchants, The latter establishment sof-
fered badly from water, The fronts of sl| the
buildines on Delaware avenue are firs prool.
although some of them have been subjected to
such an intense heat us to render necessary their
removal,

During the progress of the fire & number of
firemen received serjous injurles Irom falls, ete,
Unfortunately o number ol the hatchwnys n the
different warchouses had been left open, and
several Hremen were precipitated through, W,
A. Spiskey, u member ol the Vigllune Pire Coms
pany, fell through the boelchway st Messrs,
Johns & Co.'s place, snd broke both legs, He
wus conveyed to the Hospitsl.

All Lintches tound open during the progress of
n fire subject the ocenpants of the premises to a
heavy fine, which goes to the Association for the
Rehetl of Disabled Firemen,

The fire burned with the greatest stubborn-
ness, naud reminded one of the terrible conflagra-
tion which occurred in this immedinte neignbor-
hood in the summer of 1850,

The fire at that time was atfended with fearful
congequences, Beveral explosions, supposed o
be salipetre, took place. A number ol lives were
lost at the time, snd the affair caused a gloom
over our city equal to that which tollowed the
Frmt coul oll confagrution at Ninth and Wash-
ngzion streets in the ckrly part of last year,

‘omlineen & Hill were heavy suilerers by the
fire last night. Their atore ex.ended trom No.
239 N, Water street to No, 244 N, Delaware
avenue, Amone the articles destroyed were 1400
buarrels of flour, 1600 bushels of wheat, badly
